27. 

Her career at Shelton 
began in what was formerly 
known as the Success 
('enter— now the Learning 
Center. 

In 1993, Bussey became ■ 
member of the library staff 
working in public services. 
During this lime. Bussey was 
able to attain her master's 

degree in history from the 

University of Alabama. 

Her degree enabled 
Bussey to then become a his- 
tory instructor at Shelton in 
19%. 

The dedication that Bussev 
showed while working and 
going to school impressed 
those who knew her. 

"One of the things I liked 
most about Carol was that she 
set goals for herself. I think its 
nice when you see people who

Kelly Ryan served as 

Bussey 's work-study for three 

years. 

"She was like a second 

mother to me," said Rvan sim- 
ply. 

On a col lege- wide voice 
mail message. Rick Rogers, 
President of Shelton State, 
explained that Bussev repre- 
sented the college very w ell by 
making a positive difference 
in the lives of others. 

"Her students loved and 
benefited from her commit- 
ment to leaching and learning 
and her friends enjoyed and 

appreciated her wit and loyal- 
ty." said Rogers. 

And that commitment also 
earned Bussey a PhD in sec- 
ondary education from the 
University of Alabama. 
Bussey finished the require- 
ments for this degree in 
August of this year. 

Although the feelings at 
Shelton are of great loss, most 
feel that Bussey V legacy will 
go on making a positive 
impact in the lives of others.

p.m. to discuss the "language 
of Science." The seminar will 
meet on the campuses of I JA 
and SC. alternating campuses 
each week and is required for 
all new interns. 

During a ten-week sum- 
mer period, Hughes 
Undergraduate Research 
Interns conduct research proj- 
ects under the guidance of fac- 
ulty mentors. For new 
interns, there will be two- 
weeks of morning workshops 
on the processes of science, 
inquiry, and discovery. 

Weekly meetings allow 
students to discuss their 
research experiences. At least 
one field trip will expose stu- 
dents to the application of sci- 
entific research and inquiry. 
In July, students present their 
research in a poster sympo- 
sium. 

In the following academic 
year, Hughes Undergraduate 
Research Interns will continue 
their research and will benefit 
from a joint visiting scientist 
series on the campuses of The 
University of Alabama and 
Stillman College. Hughi 
I 'ndergraduate Research 
Inter; tv eligible to apply for 
a second year of internship. 

Interns will receive, a 



$3,100 summer participant 
stipend, and $500 for living 
expenses will he added onto 
their ACT Cards.

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Q&A with Syble Coats: music teacher and keyboardist extraordinaire

Syble Coats, the first music 
teacher hired by Shelton State, 
is now the head of the music 
department at the college. 

With a background in 
music dating back to her early 
childhood.

es in the Alabama Recital Hall 
each Tuesda> at 1 p.m. 

Where did you attend 
college and what was your 
major? 

I attended the University of 
Alabama. I received mv mas- 
ter's as well as mv underurad- 
uate degree in music perform- 
ance with emphasis on piano. 

How did you end up here 



at Shelton? 

After I graduated from 
college, I opened up a studio 
leaching piano. I began look' 
ing for a college job. 
Tuscaloosa had just opened an 
extension center for Brewer 
State Junior College. 

I started m\ career at 

Brewer Stale Junior College in 

1979 working part time. 
Shelton State Technical 
College and Brewer State 
Junior College combined to 
become Shelton State 
Community College. 

When Shelton Technical 
School and Brewer State 
combined to make Shelton 
State Community College, 
they started interviewing for 
music jobs. 

I wag able to get a job and 
start teaching music courses. I 
was the first music teacher at 
Shelton, and I started out 
teaching music appreciation 
and fundamentals of music. I 
started working full time in 
1983. 

We had to teach at different 
places like ten Hoor at the 
University of Alabama and 
Rosedale Elementary for a 
while. 

Is being the head of the 
music department more 
work than a music teacher? 

It is a little more responsi- 
bility in dealing with adminis- 
trative and paper matters. I 
have make out the class sched- 
ules. 

I also have to deal with the 
books from the bookstore.

make decisions. Sometimes it 
is harder, but with the help of 
the other teachers it is not so 
bad.
